One  of  the  most  important  developments  during  the  year 
was  the  establishment  of  an  Ante-natal  Clinic.  This  is  in  the 
charge  of  the  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Dr.  Mackintosh. 
A report  by  her  will  be  found  on  page  24. 

Although  the  attendance  at  the  Clinic  on  the  day  set  apart 
for  this  was  at  first  very  small,  it  has  gradually  increased,  and 
the  record  for  1925  will  show  that  many  more  women  are  taking 
advantage  of  the  Clinic.  In  course  of  time  this  work  could  be 
linked  up  with  the  Maternity  Home  when  this  is  in  existence. 

The  annual  reports  of  the  Veterinary  Inspector  and  the  Chief 
Sanitary  Inspector  are  appended  to  my  report.

Hospitals  Provided  by  Local  Authority. 

Borough  Isolation  Hospital— This  consists  of  Administration 
Block  and  one  Ward  Block.  Only  one  disease  can  be 
accommodated.  When  the  additional  ward  accommodation  now 
being  built  is  completed,  there  will  be  provision  for  at  least  23 
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patients  in  the  Isolation  Hospital,  with  facilities  for  the  treatment 
of  two  or  more  diseases.  The  extension  is  now  nearly  completed, 
and  should  soon  be  available  for  the  admission  of  patients. 


Ambulance  Facilities. 

An  Agreement  dated  1st  December,  1923,  was  made  between 
the  Corporation  and  the  Priory  for  Wales  of  the  Order  of  the 
Hospital  of  St.  John  of  Jerusalem,  for  the  transport  of  cases  of 
infectious  disease  to  the  Isolation  Hospital.  This  Agreement  is 
renewable  at  the  end  of  each  year.  The  Corporation  have  agreed 
to  garage  the  ambulance  car  free  of  charge  and  pay  an  annual 
subscription  of  £20  to  the  Priory  for  Wales.  The  number  of  times 
the  ambulance  car  was  used  in  1924  was  thirty. 


Laboratory  Work. 

A new  laboratory  has  been  fitted  up  in  the  • Old  Town  Hall, 
where  bacteriological  work  is  carried  on.

Diphtheria  antitoxin  is  issued  free  of  charge  to  doctors  practising 
in  the  Borough  for  the  treatment  of  persons  unable  to  pay  the  cost 
of  the  antitoxin.  The  number  of  units  supplied  during  the  year 
was  1,564,000.  The  antitoxin  is  supplied  in  2,000  unit  capsules 
(ordinary  strength),  and  in  capsules  containing  8,000  units  of 
concentrated  antitoxin. 

Sanitary  Administration. 

No  closets  on  the  conservancy  system  have  been  converted 
to  the  water  carriage  system.  The  old  type  of  closet  is  only  allowed 
to  exist  because  of  the  fact  that  connection  cannot  at  present  be 
made  with  the  town  sewers.

Uncertified  Deaths.—  The  number  of  uncertified  deaths 
was  8. 

Deaths  in  Public  Institutions. — 56  deaths  occurred  in  public 
institutions,  chiefly  in  the  Llanelly  Workhouse  Infirmary  and  the 
Llanelly  General  Hospital. 

Infant  Mortality. 

The  net  number  of  deaths  of  children  under  the  age  of  12 
months  was  69.  The  Infant  Mortality  Rate,  i.e.  the  number  of 
deaths  per  1,000  births  registered,  was  therefore  84-9.  In  England 
and  Wales  the  rate  for  1924  was  75  per  1,000.  The  rate  for  1923 
—69-7  per  1,000  births— was  the  lowest  on  record.  The  rate  for 
1924  is  the  highest  since  1920. 

There  was  one  death  of  an  illegitimate  child.

The  principal  causes  of  death  in  the  first  week  were  premature 
birth— nine  infants— and  difficult  labour  conditions — five  infants. 

Of  the  total  deaths  of  infants  under  the  age  of  12  months  16 
were  caused  by  developmental  and  wasting  diseases,  18  by  pneu- 
monia (principally  broncho-pneumonia),  9 by  diarrhoea,  and  5 by 
whooping  cough. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


The  table  on  page  7 shows  the  number  of  cases  of  infectious 
disease  notified  in  the  three  wards  of  the  town,  and  the  number  of 
those  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

Scarlet  Fever. — 84  cases — 2T  per  1,000 — were  notified,  compared 
with  1 15  in  1923.  30  cases  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital, 

and  all  recovered. 

Diphtheria. — 113  cases- — 2-9  per  1,000 — were  notified,  compared 
with  58  in  1923.  6 deaths  occurred  (0-15  per  1,000). 

Enteric  Fever. — 4 cases- — 0T  per  1,000 — were  notified  in  1924. 
2 died.  No  information  was  obtainable  as  to  the  source.  4 cases 
were  in  the  same  family.  One  of  the  deaths  was  of  a female  aged 
34,  who  left  Llanelly  to  stay  with  friends  at  Scunthorpe.  When 
there  she  contracted  enteric  fever  and  died.  This  death  was 
transferred  to  Llanelly  Borough  by  the  Registrar-General.  This 
woman  was  said  to  be  in  good  health  before  leaving  Llanelly.  She 
had  taken  a boy  to  the  General  Hospital  a few  days  before  leaving 
home  who  was  ill  with  “ stoppage  of  the  bowels  ” and  who  died  in 
Hospital.  No  information  was  obtainable  as  to  this  being  a case 
of  enteric  fever. 

Encephalitis  Lethargica.- — One  case  was  notified,  aged  47  years. 

Puerperal  Fever. — Three  cases  were  notified. 

Whooping  Cough. — 10  deaths  occurred  from  this  disease, 
0-25  per  1,000 — 5 deaths  of  children  under  the  age  of  12  months, 
and  5 between  the  ages  of  1 and  5 years. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. — 3 cases  were  notified. 

Influenza— This  disease  is  not  now  notifiable.  The  number 
of  deaths  ascribed  to  influenza  during  the  year  was  15 — 0.38  per 
1,000.  In  1923  the  number  of  deaths  from  this  disease  was  5. 
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Cerebro-Spinal  Fever. — One  case  was  notified.  Death  resulted. 
Erysipelas. — 14  cases  were  notified. 

Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. — 56  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
were  notified  in  1924 — 31  by  medical  practitioners  and  25  by  the 
County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  through  the  Welsh  National 
Memorial  Association.  This  gives  a notification  rate  of  1 -4  per  1 ,000. 
36  deaths  were  caused  by  pulmonary  tuberculosis — 0-9  per  1,000. 
In  1923,  88  cases  were  notified  and  49  deaths  occurred,  and  the 
corresponding  rates  per  1,000  were  2-3  and  1-3.

Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. — 21  cases  of  non-pulmonary 
tuberculosis  were  notified — 15  by  medical  practitioners  and  6 by 
the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  equal  to  a notification  rate 
of  0-5  per  1,000.  10  deaths— 7 males  and  3 females— were  caused 

by  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis,  0-25  per  1,000.  In  1923,  35

cases  were  notified,  with  12  deaths,  0‘9  and  0’3  per  1,000 
respectively.  The  deaths  from  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  were 
distributed  as  follows  in  regard  to  age-period  and  sex  : — 

Under  the  age  of  12  months,  2 deaths  (2  males). 

1 to  5 years,  2 deaths  (1  male  and  1 female). 

5 to  15  years,  2 deaths  (1  male  and  1 female). 

15  to  35  years,  4 deaths  (3  males  and  1 female). 

6 deaths  were  due  to  tubercular  meningitis,  one  to  tuberculosis 
of  the  peritoneum,  one  to  general  tuberculosis,  and  one  to 
tuberculosis  of  the  hip  joint.

The  Ministry  of  Health  issued  an  Order,  dated  18th  December, 
1924,  setting  out  the  procedure  to  be  adopted  in  regard  to  the 
keeping  of  the  Register  of  Notifications.  The  Order  further 
required  that  a Quarterly  Statement  must  be  furnished  to  the 
County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  showing  the  number  of  cases 
on  the  Register,  the  number  of  cases  removed  from  the  Register, 
with  the  reason  for  doing  so,  and  the  number  on  the  Register  at 
the  end  of  the  quarter. 
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In  the  Ministry  of  Health’s  Circular  549  (Wales),  dated  31st 
December,  1924,  the  need  for  better  notification  by  general 
practitioners  is  emphasized,  and  the  attention  of  Local  Authorities 
is  drawn  to  their  powers  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1896.  By 
section  1,  sub-section  3,  of  this  Act,  a Local  Authority  may  institute 
proceedings  against  a general  practitioner  who  has  wilfully  neglected 
to  notify  a case  of  tuberculosis  after  this  has  come  to  his  notice. 


A circular  letter  was  addressed  by  me  to  each  medical 
practitioner  practising  in  Llanelly,  setting  out  his  responsibilities 
under  the  Public  Health  (Tuberculosis)  Regulations  of  1912  and  1921 . 

The  co-operation  of  the  medical  practitioners  has  also  been 
sought  in  deciding  what  cases  should  be  removed  from  the  Register 
as  coming  under  the  category  “cured.” 


Other  Respiratory  Diseases. — 6.7  deaths,  43  males  and  24  females, 
occurred  from  bronchitis,  pneumonia,  and  other  forms  of  respiratory 
disease.  Broncho-pneumonia  was  responsible  for  the  largest 
number  of  deaths,  24 — 11  males  and  13  females.'  14  of  these 
occurred  in  children  under  one  year  of  age.  Bronchitis  was  the 
cause  of  16  deaths — 10  males  and  6 females — 12  deaths  of  persons 
aged  55  and  upwards. 

Cancer. — The  number  of  deaths  from  all  forms  of  cancer  was 
41 — 23  males  and  18  females.  This  is  equal  to  a cancer  death 
rate  of  1-05  per  1,000  of  the  population.

Heart  Disease. — This  was  the  cause  of  death  of  56  persons — 
25  males  and  31  females — equal  to  a death  rate  of  1-4  per  1,000. 
Five  of  the  deaths  occurred  before  the  age  of  45  years.  In  the 
age-period  55  years  and  upwards  the  number  of  deaths  was  43. 
The  number  of  deaths  from  this  cause  in  1923  was  62 — 31  males 
and  31  females.  Heart  disease  ranks  as  one  of  the  principal  causes 
of  death.  22  deaths— 15  males  and  7 females— were  due  to  disease 
of  the  blood  vessels  (arterio-sclerosis  in  19  cases,  13  males  and 
6 females). 

Diarrhcea. — The  number  of  deaths  from  this  disease  was  11, 
9 of  these  being  children  under  the  age  of  two  years. 

A circular  was  drawn  up  and  issued  to  mothers,  pointing  out 
the  dangers,  especially  in  regard  to  diarrhoea,  resulting  from  the 
consumption  by  infants  of  contaminated  milk.  ( See  Annual 
Report  for  1921,  page  21.) 
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MIDWIVES. 

22  midwives — 14  trained  (C.M.B.)  and  8 bona-fide — notified 
their  intention  to  practise  at  the  beginning  of  1924.  Two  midwives 
— trained  (C.M.B.) — notified  their  intention  to  practise  during  the 
course  of  the  year.  This  is  a decrease  on  the  former  year  of  one 
trained  and  three  bona-fide  midwives. 

The  following  is  a statement  of  the  work  done  by  the  mid- 
wives : — 

4 midwives  (C.M.B.)  attended  between  105  and  136  cases. 

3 midwives  (C.M.B.)  attended  between  61  and  80  cases. 

5 midwives  (3  C.M.B.,  2 bona-fide)  attended  between  9 and 
40  cases. 

5 midwives  (4  C.M.B.,  1 bona-fide)  attended  between  1 and 
5 cases. 

1 midwife  ( bona-fide ),  living  just  outside  the  Borough,  attended 
9 cases. 

The  largest  number  of  still  births  in  the  practice  of  any  midwife 
was  8,  followed  by  two  others  with  5 each. 

The  8 midwives  who  did  not  attend  any  case  all  live  some 
distance  from  the  town,  and  are  not  likely  to  attend  any  cases, 
so  that  there  does  not  appear  to  be  any  point  in  their  notifying 
their  intention  to  practise  in  the  Borough. 

I have  again  to  point  out  the  need  for  the  amendment  of  the 
Midwives  Act,  1918,  to  give  power  to  Boroughs  of  the  importance 
of  Llanelly  to  assume  the  duties  of  a Local  Supervising  Authority 
under  the  Midwives  Acts.  This  power  could  be  delegated  by  County 
Councils  to  districts  in  the  County  until  the  passing  of  the  Midwives 
Act  of  1918.  The  section  of  the  Midwives  Act  of  1902  permitting 
such  delegation  was  repealed  by  the  1918  Act.  I again  repeat 
that,  in  my  opinion,  more  efficient  supervision  could  be  exercised 
if  the  Town  Council  of  Llanelly  were  the  Local  Supervising  Authority. 

The  following  is  the  Report  of  the  Assistant  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  on  the  work  done  in  connection  with  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare. 


MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

"The  work  of  the  department  has  made  steady  progress 
during  the  year.  There  have  been  2,445  attendances  of  infants 
under  one  year  and  170  attendances  of  children  over  one  year. 

The  Health  Visitors  have  paid  5,004  visits  to  children  under 
one  year  in  their  homes  and  925  visits  to  children  over  one  year. 
The  Centre  has  been  open  on  two  days  a week  throughout  the  year. 
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Attention  has  been  directed  during  the  past  year  to  development 
of  the  Antenatal  Clinic.  Antenatal  work  is  of  paramount  importance 
in  the  reduction  of  maternal  mortality  and  the  death  rate  of  children 
under  one  month.  Under  existing  conditions  a very  large  pro- 
portion of  women  never  consult  a doctor  during  their  pregnancy, 
either  because  they  are  unaware  that  such  a course  is  advisable 
or  because  their  income  will  not  permit  them  to  do  so.  They 
are  attended  during  their  confinement  by  a midwife,  who,  should 
the  confinement  be  normal,  does  all  that  is  necessary.  Should  any 
abnormality  arise  during  labour,  the  midwife  sends  for  a doctor, 
who  deals  with  the  case.  The  doctor  himself  would  be  the  first 
to  admit  that  the  treatment  he  then  applies  is,  in  a great  number 
of  cases,  only  making  the  best  of  a bad  job,  and  that  if  he  had 
been  aware  of  the  abnormality  before  labour  commenced  he  would 
have  been  able  to  deal  with  the  case  more  adequately  and  effectively, 
and  with  much  more  satisfactory  results  for  both  mother  and 
child.  Seeing  the  patient,  as  he  does  in  a great  number  of  cases, 
for  the  first  time  during  labour,  he  is  unable  to  do  either  himself 
or  the  woman  justice. 

It  is  to  try  and  improve  this  state  of  affairs  that  Antenatal 
Clinics  are  being  established  throughout  the  country.  In  this 
town  one  afternoon  a week  is  set  apart  for  this  work.  When  any 
abnormality  is  discovered,  the  woman  is  at  once  referred  to  her 
own  doctor  for  treatment. 

During  the  past  year  54  women  attended  the  Clinic  and  made 
95  attendances.  For  the  first  three  months  of  1925,  28  expectant 
mothers  have  attended  the  Clinic  and  made  51  attendances.  This 
shows  that  the  women  are  beginning  to  appreciate  the  value  of 
Antenatal  work  and  to  take  advantage  of  the  facilities  offered.’ 

The  accompanying  table  shews  details  of  the  work  done 
throughout  the  year,  with  particulars  of  the  amount  of  dried 
milk  sold.

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MATERNITY  HOME. 

Originally  it  was  suggested  that  Felinfoel  House  might  be 
purchased  and  adapted  for  use  as  a Maternity  Home,  but,  after 
enquiry  and  investigation  by  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health,  their 
sanction  was  refused  to  this  scheme. 

The  ideal  scheme  would  be  for  the  Maternity  Home  to  be 
attached  to  the  General  Hospital,  now  in  process  of  extension. 
The  Hospital  Authorities  were  approached  with  a view  to  coming 
to  some  arrangement  of  this  kind  but,  after  consideration  had 
been  given  to  the  proposal,  they  found  themselves  unable  to  fall 
in  with  the  suggested  scheme. 

Plans  have  now  been  prepared  for  a Maternity  Home  with 
at  least  eight  beds — two  of  these  being  in  small  separation  wards. 
The  plan  of  the  Home  is  that  recommended  and  shown  in  the 
Ministry  of  Health’s  Memorandum  on  Maternity  Homes  and 
Hospitals. 

The  proposed  site  is  on  land  in  the  Llanerch  district.  It  is 
situated  near  the  site  now  being  used  for  house-building  purposes 
under  the  Corporation’s  Housing  Schemes. 


MILK  SUPPLY. 

The  conditions  in  regard  to  the  milk  supply  in  the  Borough 
can  be  said  to  show  steady  improvement.  The  dairy  premises 
are  in  nearly  all  instances  found  to  be  in  a satisfactory  condition 
when  inspected,  and  where  any  defect  is  present  the  milk  purveyor 
is  warned  that  neglect  may  result  in  the  revocation  of  registration. 

All  the  dairies  are  inspected  at  frequent  intervals  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspectors. 

In  general,  the  cowsheds  are  kept  in  a clean  condition,  but 
some  of  them  show  signs  of  neglect  in  general  cleanliness.  A 
number  of  improvements  have  been  effected  in  a few  of  the 
cowsheds. 

Bacteriological  examinations  of  milk  have  been  continued, 
with  varying  results,  but  in  the  great  majority  of  cases  the  milk 
has  been  of  excellent  quality  bacteriologically. 

When  the  bacteriological  examination  shows  that  the  bacterial 
count  is  not  satisfactory,  both  the  retailer  and  the  producer  are 
communicated  with  and  urged  to  take  greater  care  in  the  production 
and  handling  of  the  milk,  alike  in  the  interests  of  the  trade  and 
the  consumer. 

The  importance  of  the  elimination  of  the  Bacillus  Coli,  as  an 
indication  of  manurial  contamination,  is  stressed. 
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Tubercle  bacilli  were  only  found,  after  animal  experiment,  in 
two  out  of  the  73  samples  submitted  to  the  analyst  for 
examination. 

One  producer,  who  had  been  licensed  to  sell  certified  milk 
in  the  Borough,  discontinued  doing  so  at  the  end  of  the  year, 
and  is  now  licensed  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  to  sell  Grade  A 
milk  (tuberculin  tested). 

One  other  milk  purveyor  has  now  been  licensed  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health  to  sell  Grade  A milk. 


BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATIONS. 

These  were  made  by  Dr.  A.  F.  Sladden,  Beck  Laboratory, 
Swansea,  and  included  the  test  for  tuberculosis  by  animal  inocula- 
tion. The  fee  in  each  case  for  the  complete  report  was  £\. 

73  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examina- 
tion, and  the  results  are  set  out  in  the  following  table.  The 
samples  were  taken  either  at  the  time  of  milking  in  the  morning 
or  in  the  streets  during  milk  rounds. 

A sample  of  milk  was  taken  from  every  milk  purveyor  retailing 
milk  in  the  town,  including  those  purveyors  whose  premises  are 
outside  the  Borough. 

The  results  of  the  bacteriological  examinations  of  samples 
taken  in  1923  (Nos.  1-12)  are  again  set  out  in  order  to  show  the 
complete  record  of  samples  examined. 

The  standards  for  " Certified  ” and  “ Grade  A ” milk  are  also 
given.

The  presence  of  the  Bacillus  Coli  is  evidence  of  some  degree 
of  manurial  contamination  of  milk.  If  proper  precautions  were 
taken  in  connection  with  the  production  of  the  milk  in  the  cowsheds 
no  contamination  should  occur  from  this  cause. 

In  the  two  instances  where  the  Tubercle  Bacillus  was  found 
in  samples  of  milk,  the  supply  came  from  outside  the  town.  I 
informed  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  so  that  he  might 
take  what  measures  he  might  consider  necessary. 
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The  results  of  the  bacteriological  examinations  are  evidence 
of  the  fact  that  tuberculosis  among  dairy  cows  is  not  so  common 
in  Llanelly  and  the  surrounding  districts  as  it  is  said  to  be  in  many 
other  parts  of  the  country. 

The  bacteriological  examinations  also  show  that  milk  of 
remarkable  purity  is  being  produced  in  the  cowsheds  in  the  Borough 
as  well  as  in  those  situated  outside  the  town.  The  number  of 
bacteria  found  in  ordinary  milk  is  often  well  within  Grade  A 
standard,  and  sometimes  within  that  for  Certified  milk.  This 
shows  that,  with  due  regard  to  cleanliness  in  the  milking  process 
it  is  not  difficult  in  the  ordinary  cowshed  to  produce  milk  of  a 
high  standard  of  bacteriological  purity. 

A recent  sample  of  milk  showed  10  bacteria  per  c.c.,  with  no 
Bacilli  Coli  ! 

The  practice  of  bottling  milk  before  delivery  to  consumers 
is  extending.  The  arrangements  for  the  efficient  sterilisation  of 
the  bottles  may  not  always  be  satisfactory,  but  it  is  a great  step 
forward  for  ordinary  milk  to  be  delivered  in  bottles  instead  of  being 
measured  out  on  the  door  step. 

Further  reference  to  milk  supply  will  be  found  on  page  45 
of  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report. 


SLAUGHTERHOUSE. 

Meat  Inspection. 

The  arrangements  for  the  inspection  of  carcases  of  animals 
slaughtered  at  the  Slaughter  House  were  given  careful  consideration 
by  the  Health  Committee,  and  their  recommendations  were  adopted 
by  the  Town  Council. 

Mr.  J.  Campbell  Hill  was  placed  in  charge  of  the  inspection 
of  all  animals  and  carcases  in  the  Slaughter  House,  the  work  of 
the  Sanitary  Inspectors  being  limited  to  the  inspection  of  meat 
exposed  for  sale  in  shops,  including  those  in  the  Market. 

The  administration  of  the  Slaughter  House  was  transferred  to 
the  Health  Committee  from  the  Markets  Committee,  with  the 
exception  of  the  work  entailed  in  the  collection  of  tolls. 

The  question  of  the  licensing  of  slaughtermen  has  been  raised 
by  the  men  thus  employed  at  the  Slaughter  House,  and  this  matter 
deserves  the  consideration  of  the  Council.  There  is  much  to  be 
said  for  the  licensing  of  slaughtermen,  as  also  for  their  employment 
by  the  Corporation  directly.  Better  control  over  those  working 
as  slaughtermen  would  be  obtained. 
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A number  of  butchers  who  formerly  had  their  animals  killed 
and  dressed  at  the  public  slaughter  house  are  now  having  this 
work  done  in  private  slaughter  houses  outside  the  Borough. 

The  examination  of  the  carcases  of  animals  slaughtered  out 
of  the  town  when  exposed  for  sale  in  the  shops  in  the  town  cannot 
be  thorough,  as  there  is  no  opportunity  for  any  examination  of 
the  offals. 

The  need  for  a new  and  up-to-date  slaughter  house  is  still 
urgent,  as  the  present  slaughter  house  does  not  meet  the  require- 
ments, either  for  killing  animals  or  the  clean  storage  of  carcases. 
Under  the  present  circumstances  contamination  of  meat  can 
hardly  be  avoided,  as  killing  and  dressing  take  place  in  the  rooms 
where  the  dressed  carcases  are  hung  up.  In  addition,  more  pen 
accommodation  is  required. 


PUBLIC  HEALTH  (MEAT)  REGULATIONS,  1924. 


The  new  Meat  Regulations  came  into  force  on  1st  April,  1925, 
and  contain  valuable  provisions  for  the  protection  of  meat  from 
contamination. 

Part  VI,  which  deals  with  the  transport  and  handling  of  meat, 
is  especially  valuable  as  it  enforces  the  use  of  clean  vehicles  for 
the  transport  of  meat  and  the  provision  of  clean  coverings. 

The  provisions  requiring  the  use  of  overalls  can  only  be  enforced 
in  wholesale  markets. 

With  respect  to  stalls  and  shops,  the  Regulations  impose 
conditions  which  will  ensure  the  cleanliness  of  everything  likely 
to  come  in  contact  with  meat.  Contamination  by  dust,  mud. 
flies,  etc.,  must  be  prevented. 

Bacon,  ham,  edible  offal,  and  edible  fat  are  included  in  the 
definition  of  meat,  so  that  the  Regulations  will  apply  to  general 
shops  selling  these  articles. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  have  issued  a circular  (Circular  547) 
dealing  in  more  detail  with  some  of  the  measures  which  should  be 
adopted  to  prevent  contamination.  It  is  suggested  that  the 
co-operation  of  traders  should  be  obtained  to  prevent  the  handling 
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of  meat  by  the  public  before  purchase.  The  Town  Council 
authorised  me  to  supply  a placard  to  each  trader,  on  which  the 
following  notice  is  printed  : —

To  prevent  the  contamination  of  meat  by  dust,  flies,  etc., 
it  should  be  suitably  protected.  The  fronts  of  shops  in  which 
meat  is  exposed  for  sale  should  be  filled  in  with  glass,  due  provision 
being  made  for  ventilation.  In  addition,  the  meat  should  be 
covered  with  muslin  to  protect  it  from  flies.  This  source  of 
contamination  is  most  serious,  especially  in  warm  weather. 

The  expression  “ stall  ” in  the  Regulations  is  not  applicable 
to  the  butchers’  stalls  in  the  Market.  They  really  come  under 
the  category  of  “ shop,”  and  all  the  provisions  applying  to  shops 
relate  to  them. 

With  regard  to  other  food  stuffs,  it  would  be  very  desirable 
if  the  Regulations  could  be  extended  to  include  these  also.  The 
transport  of  bread  is  carried  on  in  a very  unsatisfactory  way,  and 
regard  is  not  paid  to  elementary  precautions  for  keeping  bread 
clean  before  delivery  to  consumers.  A great  improvement  could 
be  effected  in  shops  where  pastries,  etc.,  are  sold.  In  these  shops 
no  protection  is  afforded  to  the  public,  either  in  regard  to  clean 
handling  of  sugar-coated  cakes  or  their  protection  from  flies. 
The  same  criticism  applies  to  shops  in  which  sweets  are  sold. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  the  public  are  blind  to  their  own  interests, 
as  it  is  only  by  the  force  of  public  opinion  that  better  conditions 
can  be  brought  about. 

The  effectiveness  of  any  Regulations  made  in  the  interests  of 
the  consumer  can  only  be  brought  about  by  a stirring  of  the  public 
conscience  in  the  desire  for  clean  food  delivered  in  a clean  way. 
The  best  regulations  will  be  rendered  of  little  effect  if  the  public 
is  careless  in  regard  to  its  own  welfare.

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ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. 

The  new  extension  to  the  Hospital— 10  bed  ward  block, 
discharge  block,  etc. — is  practically  completed.  Some  few  minor 
matters  are  still  required  before  the  wards  can  be  used  for  the 
admission  of  patients.  When  fully  completed  the  accommodation 
at  the  Isolation  Hospital  should  be  sufficient  for  the  needs  of  the 
Borough  for  a considerable  time. 

During  the  year  a visit  was  paid  by  Dr.  Llewelyn  Williams, 
the  Chief  Medical  Officer  of  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health.  He 
expressed  satisfaction  with  the  methods  of  construction  and  with 
the  general  lay-out  of  the  new  extension. 


STEAM  DISINFECTION. 

The  Sack  Disinfector  (Meldrum’s)  has  been  used  with  great 
success  for  the  disinfection  of  bedding  and  clothing.  The  Sanitary 
Inspector’s  Helper  is  in  charge  of  the  disinfector,  and,  as  the  result 
of  his  experience  in  its  use,  disinfection  can  be  carried  out  very 
expeditiously  and  with  very  little  trouble. 

Experiments  have  been  conducted  with  a view  to  finding  out 
the  maximum  temperature  reached  during  the  process  of  dis- 
infection. A maximum  thermometer,  placed  in  the  middle  of 
blankets  undergoing  ordinary  disinfection,  recorded  a temperature 
of  220  degrees  Fah.  The  experiment  was  repeated  on  subsequent 
occasions,  with  similar  results.  When  the  thermometer  was  exposed 
to  the  steam  in  the  empty  sack  it  always  recorded  a temperature 
of  212  degrees  Fah.  The  explanation  of  this  difference  is  not  quite 
apparent.  The  steam  enters  the  sack  at  the  top  and  works  its 
way  down  to  the  outlet,  no  pressure  being  applied.  The  higher 
temperature  reached  when  the  sack  is  filled  with  articles  to  be 
disinfected  may  be  due  to  the  greater  difficulty  experienced  b}' 
the  steam  in  emerging  from  the  sack.  The  steam  may  thus  be 
under  slight  pressure  in  the  sack,  and  the  higher  temperature 
recorded  may  be  a consequence  of  this. 

After  removing  the  clothing  from  the  disinfector  it  is  vigorously 
shaken  to  remove  steam,  and  is  generally  found  to  be  quite  dry. 
Occasionally  exposure  in  the  open  air  may  be  required. 

The  articles  disinfected  consisted  of  blankets,  mattresses, 
pillows,  and  other  bedding,  and  clothing  of  all  kinds.  The  total 
number  of  articles  disinfected  was  748.  The  cost  of  the  gas  used 
during  the  year  for  heating  the  boiler  was  £3  10s.  0d.,  including 
6s.  3d.,  representing  1,000  cubic  feet  of  gas  used  for  the  purpose 
of  testing  the  apparatus  before  employing  it  for  disinfection. 
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SCAVENGING. 

Consideration  has  been  given  to  this  matter  during  the  year, 
as  the  present  arrangements  are  not  entirely  satisfactory  and  do 
not  meet  the  needs  of  the  town. 

It  is  necessary  to  have  an  efficient  system  before  anjr  steps 
can  be  taken  against  offenders  who  persist  in  depositing  their 
refuse  in  back  lanes.  The  collection  of  house  refuse  must  be 
regular  ; the  hours  between  which  refuse  will  be  removed  must 
be  fixed  and  adhered  to,  both  by  those  employed  in  scavenging 
work  and  householders.  With  a system  working  regularly  and 
smoothly  there  should  be  no  excuse  for  anyone  throwing  refuse 
in  back  lanes.  Under  the  Town  Police  Clauses  Act,  which  is 
incorporated  in  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  a penalty  may  be 
imposed  upon  any  person  who  throws  refuse  into  any  street.  The 
word  “ street  ” includes  back  lane.  Until  there  is  in  operation  a 
satisfactory  scheme  for  the  removal  of  house  refuse  it  will  be 
impossible  to  deal  with  offenders. 

With  a view  to  improving  the  system  of  scavening  of  the 
town  the  Town  Council  adopted  a scheme  prepared  by  the  Borough 
Surveyor.  The  scheme  involves  both  motor  and  horse  traction, 
and  it  is  anticipated  that  when  it  comes  into  operation  the  removal 
of  house  and  trade  refuse  will  be  expedited.  The  estimated  cost 
of  scavenging  will,  in  addition,  be  reduced. 

A great  reduction  of  the  total  amount  of  refuse  collected 
and  a considerable  saving  to  the  ratepayers  in  the  cost  of  removal 
and  disposal  would  be  effected  if  much  of  the  material,  instead 
of  being  put  out  for  collection,  were  burnt.  The  amount  of  refuse 
collected  annually  is  greatly  in  excess  of  what  it  should  be. 

I must  again  emphasise  my  views  in  regard  to  trade  refuse. 
I am ‘of  opinion  that  a charge  should  be  made  for  the  removal  of 
this  kind  of  refuse.  It  should  be  made  obligatory  for  traders 
to  put  all  dry  refuse  into  bags  to  facilitate  collection.  This  would 
induce  them  to  bring  their  refuse  into  the  smallest  possible  compass, 
as  each  bag  would  be  separately  charged  for.  A system  of  this 
kind  would  result  in  more  rapid  collection,  with  saving  in  the 
expense  of  removal. 

The  following  are  the  statistics  of  refuse  collected  in  1924  : — 

Highway  refuse  (including  that  from  street  gullies)  1,142  tons. 

Market  refuse  . . . . . . . . . . 420  tons. 

House  and  trade  refuse  . . . . . . . . 15,721  tons. 


Total  . . . . . . . . 17,283  tons. 

The  increase  in  gullies  is  accounted  for  by  the  heavy  rains. 
The  total  amount  of  refuse  collected  in  1923  was  15,030  tons. 
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HOUSING. 

In  the  Report  of  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  will  be  found 
particulars  of  the  work  done  during  the  year  in  regard  to  the 
repair  of  houses  under  the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Acts. 

A considerable  amount  of  work  has  been  accomplished  under 
Section  28  of  the  Housing  Act  of  1919.  . This  section  would  be 
of  greater  value  if  the  words  “ without  reconstruction  ” were 
deleted,  as  some  doubt  frequently  arises  as  to  the  correct  inter- 
pretation to  be  put  on  this  phrase. 

In  spite  of  this  difficulty  it  has  been  possible  to  co-operate 
with  owners  to  effect  very  considerable  improvements  in  the 
conditions  of  house  property.  Houses  which  had  been  allowed 
to  fall  into  disrepair,  so  unfitting  them  for  habitation,  have  been 
thoroughly  repaired  and  made  in  all  respects  fit  for  habitation. 

Construction  of  New  Houses.- — The  number  of  houses  erected 
during  the  year  was  disappointing,  and  was  far  short  of  the  number 
anticipated  in  my  Report  for  1923.  The  strike  in  the  building 
trades  contributed  to  this  shortage,  but,  even  allowing  for  this, 
progress  was  slow.  The  Corporation  contract  for  60  houses  was 
not  completed  at  the  end  of  the  year,  but  in  spite  of  this  a further 
contract  for  50  houses  was  under  consideration. 

The  erection  of  houses  in  the  Borough  does  not  yet  show  any 
signs  of  meeting  the  annual  needs  of  the  district,  without  taking 
into  consideration  arrears  of  house  construction. 

The  number  of  houses  erected  in  the  Borough  in  1924  was  82— 
59  with  Government  assistance  and  23  by  private  enterprise 

In  1924  the  corresponding  numbers  were  27 — 17  and  10. 

In  1922  222  houses  were  erected  under  Government  assisted 
schemes. 

Overcrowding  of  houses,  due  to  the  scarcity  of  housing  accom- 
modation, is  serious.  Adults  of  both  sexes  are  to  be  found 
occupying  the  same  bedroom.  The  possible  effect  of  this  on  the 
morals  of  the  people  need  not  be  pointed  out. 


WOODEN  HOUSES. 

Through  the  agency  and  interest  of  Councillor  Frank  J.  Rees, 
it  is  proposed  to  build  41  wooden  cottages  on  a site  just  outside 
the  town.  The  proposal  has  been  submitted  to  the  Llanelly  Rural 
District  Council,  who  have  given  their  sanction  to  the  scheme. 

The  construction  of  these  cottages  is  being  undertaken  in 
order  to  provide  decent  housing  accommodation  for  people  who 
are  at  present  living  in  houses  not  fit  for  occupation,  or  who  are 
living  in  houses  where  gross  overcrowding  exists. 

The  funds  required  for  the  building  of  these  cottages  have 
been  obtained  from  prominent  firms  in  the  town  and  from  leading 
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citizens,  who  have,  stimulated  by  Mr.  Rees,  taken  a keen  interest 
in  the  scheme. 

The  houses  will  be  built  in  pairs,  and  each  will  have  a kitchen 
and  living  room  ; some  of  the  houses  will  have  two  and  others 
three  bedrooms.  Each  house  will  be  provided  with  an  internal 
water  supply  and  with  proper  drainage  arrangements.  In  order 
to  diminish  the  risk  from  fire  all  the  walls  will  be  lined  with  asbestos 
sheeting.  The  houses  will  be  erected  on  a sloping  site  and  will 
be  provided  with  gardens. 

The  rents  charged  will  be  sufficient  to  cover  all  expenses, 
with  a margin  for  necessary  repairs.  For  the  two-bedroom  type 
the  rent  will  be  8s.  6d.  per  week,  and  for  the  three-bedroom  type 
9s.  6d.  per  week.

These  results  are  satisfactory  and  the  condition  of  the  water 
is  good.

Mr.  Mayor  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  report  on  the  sanitary  progress  during 

the  year. 

HOUSING. 

I have  to  record  a considerable  increase  in  the  number  of 
Inspections  made  and  a consequent  increase  in  the  nuisances  abated 
and  repairs  carried  out. 

Previous  to  this  year  very  little  work  was  attempted  under 
the  Housing  and  Town  Planning  Acts,  but  recently  full  advantage 
has  been  taken  of  the  considerable  powers  given  by  those  Acts, 
and  it  has  become  a routine  practice  to  deal  with  all  repairs  which 
cannot  be  classified  as  nuisances  by  serving  notices  under  Section 
28  and  Section  10  of  the  Housing  Acts,  1919-1923. 

For  this  reason  separate  records  are  kept  of  the  work  done 
under  the  Public  Health  Acts  and  under  the  Housing  Acts,  and 
these  are  submitted  in  the  following  pages  for  your  information. 

Very  great  difficulty  is  now  met  with  in  obtaining  a ready 
compliance  with  the  notices  served  by  this  department.  One  excuse 
frequently  offered  is  that  difficulty  is  encountered  in  obtaining  a 
contractor  who  is  willing  to  accept  the  work.  While  undoubtedly 
there  is  a shortage  of  building  operatives,  I feel  that  owners  are 
inclined  to  exaggerate  this  point. 

The  immense  amount  of  work  which  the  completion  of  even 
•one  notice  involves  is  not  generally  realised.  Many  are  under  the 
impression  that  a nuisance  has  only  to  be  reported,  followed  by 
the  service  of  a preliminary  notice,  and  the  matter  is  attended  to 
forthwith.  In  practice  it  is  found  that,  following  the  initial 
inspection  and  notice,  the  real  work  commences.  Re-inspections, 
letters  to  owners,  interviews,  legal  notices,  and,  eventually,  the 
supervision  of  the  repairs  in  progress  all  entail  a huge  amount 
of  work,  tact,  and  patience. 

Every  attempt  is  made  to  achieve  satisfactory  results  without 
the  aid  of  legal  powers ; nevertheless,  there  are  some  owners  who 
invariably  refuse  to  move  in  the  matter  of  repairs  until  the  final 
steps  of  the  law  are  taken.

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In  explanation  of  the  Public  Health  Act  Table,  it  will  be  seen 
that  of  a total  of  771  preliminary  notices  served  526  were  complied 
with  without  the  necessity  for  the  service  of  a Statutory  Notice, 
from  which  it  will  be  apparent  that  the  majority  of  the  work  is 
secured  without  having  to  resort  to  Statutory  powers. 

Of  the  115  Statutory  Notices  served,  80  have  been  complied 
with. 

Grouping  the  Statutory  and  Preliminary  Notices  together, 
it  is  seen  that  of  771  nuisances  dealt  with  a total  of  606  have  been 
abated,  practically  79  per  cent.  This,  considering  labour  and 
other  difficulties,  can  be  reckoned  quite  satisfactory. 

W.C.  Flushing  Cisterns. — At  the  present  time  a very  consider- 
able percentage  of  the  closets  in  the  town  are  hand-flushed,  due 
to  the  flushing  cisterns  having  become  obsolete  or  out  of  repair. 
In  many  cases  this  state  of  affairs  has  existed  for  many  years  and 
is,  I believe,  a contributory  cause  of  choked  drains  found  in  the 
Borough.  Certainly  the  closet  pans  in  these  cases  are  invariably 
foul,  due  to  the  difficulty  of  flushing  efficiently. 

With  a view  to  remedying  this  insanitary  condition  notices 
have  been  served  in  all  cases  where  flushing  cisterns  have  been 
found  to  be  out  of  order,  also,  from  lists  supplied  by  the  Borough 
Surveyor,  special  inspections  have  been  made  where  cisterns  were 
known  to  be  missing  or  defective. 

As  a result,  no  less  than  250  cisterns  have  been  repaired  or 
renewed  during  the  year,  and,  although  it  will  be  many  years 
before  it  will  be  possible  to  say  that  every  closet  in  the  town  has 
an  effective  flushing  cistern,  yet,  now  that  a serious  attempt  is 
being  made  to  deal  with  this  condition,  I see  no  reason  why  still 
more  headway  should  not  be  made  each  succeeding  year.

The  total  number  of  houses  dealt  with  was  122.  Repairs  were 
carried  out,  following  the  issue  of  preliminary  notices,  in  56  houses. 

Following  the  issuing  of  these  notices,  and  as  no  repairs  had 
been  done  in  82  houses,  statutory  notices  were  served.  As  a result 
of  this  a further  32  houses  were  put  into  proper  repair.  The  re- 
maining 50  statutory  notices  had  not  been  complied  with  at  the 
end  of  the  year. 
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The  net  result  was  that,  of  the  total  number  of  houses,  122, 
88  had  been  made  fit  for  habitation. 

A comparison  of  the  two  tables  shows  that  a much  greater 
number  of  repairs  are  effected  as  the  result  of  preliminary  notices 
issued  under  the  Public  Health  Acts  than  under  the  Housing  Acts, 
probably  owing  to  the  more  extensive  repairs  required.

321  inspections  of  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  have  been  made. 
The  cowsheds  were  usually  found  to  be  in  a clean  condition,  but 
imore  attention  could  be  paid  to  the  cleanliness  of  the  cows,  yet, 
it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  farmers  are  now  realising  the  necessity 
for  washing  the  teats  and  udders  before  milking,  and  consequently 
the  public  are  being  supplied  with  milk  which  contains  far  less 
dirt  than  hitherto. 

The  retailers’ premises  have  at  all  times  been  found  in  excellent 
condition,  the  standard  of  cleanliness  throughout  being  very  good. 

I am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  with  only  one  exception 
all  the  retailers  whose  dairies  were  condemned  have  now  con- 
structed new  and  up-to-date  buildings  for  the  storage  of  the  milk 
and  utensils. 


ICE  CREAM  PREMISES. 

I again  have  to  emphasise  the  need  for  regulations  to  govern 
this  business.  Periodical  inspections  have  been  carried  out  and 
many  of  the  premises  have  been  found  quite  unsuitable  for  the 
purpose.  Improvements  have  been  effected,  but  without  the 
backing  of  stringent  regulations  very  little  can  be  done  towards 
bringing  about  a general  improvement  of  the  conditions  under 
which  this  article  is  manufactured.

72  visits  of  inspection  have  been  paid  to  these  houses  during 
the  year.  The  periodical  notices  to  limewash  have  been  served, 
and  particular  attention  has  been  given  to  the  general  cleanliness 
of  the  rooms  and  bedding. 

The  general  standard  of  the  houses  has  been  good,  although 
undoubtedly  some  of  the  older  lodging  houses  are  not  suitable 
for  this  purpose  and  should  be  struck  off  the  register  at  the  first 
opportunity. 


FRIED  FISH  AND  CHIP  SHOPS. 

57  inspections  have  been  made,  but  a considerable  handicap 
against  improving  these  premises  is  the  lack  of  effective  bye-laws. 

Many  towns,  with  the  approval  of  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
have  declared  this  business  to  be  an  offensive  trade,  and  have 
made  bye-laws  to  govern  the  manner  in  which  it  is  conducted. 
At  the  present  time  fried  fish  and  chip  shops  are  established  without 
any  necessity  for  .permission  to  be  first  obtained  from  the  Town 
Council,  consequently  many  of  the  businesses  are  commenced  in 
a converted  front  room,  without  due  regard  being  paid  to  any 
of  the  special  sanitary  provisions,  which  could  be  enforced  if 
bye-laws  were  operative. 

During  the  present  year  I trust  the  Council  will  consider  the 
question  and  ask  for  the  necessary  powers. 
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SMOKE  AND  GRIT  OBSERVATION. 

This  question  has  again  been  to  the  fore  during  the  year,  and 
everything  possible  has  been  done  to  alleviate  the  nuisance. 

There  is  ample  evidence  that  the  introduction  of  an  Amending 
Bill  to  give  Local  Authorities  greater  control  over  this  nuisance 
is  long  overdue.  The  existing  legislation  gives  very  little  power 
to  Local  Authorities  in  dealing  with  what  is  undoubtedly  a great 
nuisance  both  to  comfort  and  health. 


OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

The  following  classes  of  business  are  established  in  the 
Borough  : —

34  visits  have  been  made  to  these  premises.  Complaints  were 
received  regarding  the  conduct  of  one  business,  which,  on  investi- 
gation, proved  to  be  due  to  the  storage  of  rabbit  skins  and  bones. 
The  matter  was  reported  to  your  Council,  who  considered  the 
desirability  of  compelling  the  discontinuance  of  the  business. 

FOOD  INSPECTION. 

4,156  visits  of  inspection  have  been  made  in  connection  with 
this  important  branch  of  public  health  work.  Regular  inspections 
have  been  carried  out  at  the  Market  and,  in  addition,  all  classes 
of  food  shops  in  the  Borough  have  received  attention. 

With  the  advent  of  the  Meat  Regulations  on  1st  April,  1925, 
still  greater  control  will  be  exercised  over  the  general  food  supply, 
particular^  with  regard  to  meat,  and  it  will  be  possible  to  eliminate 
many  objectionable  practices  which  have  obtained  in  the  past 
through  lack  of  effective  legislation. 

The  following  quantities  of  food  have  been  condemned  and 
destroyed  during  the  year  : —

14  bags  of  potatoes  (decayed). 

1 barrel  of  apples  (decayed). 

48  baskets  of  grapes  (mildewed  and  decayed). 

2 crates  of  bananas  (decayed). 

7 tins  of  corned  beef  (blown  and  damaged). 

7 tins  of  tongue  (blown  and  damaged). 

5 tins  of  salmon  (blown  and  damaged). 

14  tins  of  tomatoes  (blown  and  damaged). 

24  tins  of  pears  (blown  and  damaged). 

15  tins  of  pineapple  (blown  and  damaged). 

7 tins  of  peaches  (blown  and  damaged). 

9 tins  of  apricots  (blown  and  damaged). 

3 tins  of  strawberries  (blown  and  damaged). 

10  tins  of  condensed  milk  (blown  and  damaged). 

In  addition  to  the  above,  46  cases  of  oranges,  5 tons  of  potatoes, 
and  22  barrels  of  apples  were  examined.  In  each  case  the  con- 
signments were  found  to  be  of  inferior  quality,  and  a certificate 
to  that  effect  was  issued. 

In  the  Report  of  the  Veterinary  Inspector  (page  50)  will  be 
found  the  details  of  8,687  lbs.  of  beef,  etc.,  which  were  condemned 
at  the  Slaughter  House  as  unfit  for  human  consumption. 

POLICE  COURT  PROCEEDINGS. 

Proceedings  were  taken  against  a butcher  for  exposing  for 
sale  a carcase  of  a diseased  pig.  A conviction  was  obtained  and 
a fine  imposed. 


KNACKER’S  YARD. 

During  the  year  the  licence  for  these  premises  was  transferred 
to  William  Tomkins. 

This  has  resulted  in  a general  improvement  in  the  manner  in 
which  the  business  is  conducted,  not  only  in  respect  to  the  state  of 
the  premises  but  also  the  promptitude  with  which  carcases  are 
collected.  Previously  much  difficulty  was  experienced  by  farmers 
and  others  in  getting  dead  animals  removed,  and  consequently 
they  were  buried,  which  was  entirely  unsatisfactory  from  a public 
health  point  of  view,  as  well  as  an  additional  loss  to  the  owner. 

RENT  RESTRICTION  ACTS. 

Very  few  applications  under  these  Acts  have  been  received- 
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MATTERS  REPORTED  TO  THE  BOROUGH  SURVEYOR. 

1 1 1 complaints  as  to  nuisances  have  been  handed  over  to  the 
Surveyor’s  Department. 

These  referred  to  drains,  sewers,  accumulation  of  refuse,  etc. 
FUMIGATIONS. 

The  number  of  houses  fumigated  during  the  year  was  197. 
The  wards  of  the  Isolation  Hospital  were  fumigated  on  several 
occasions.  The  following  buildings  were  also  fumigated  : — One 
ward  at  the  Llanelly  General  Hospital,  12  class-rooms  at 
the  Girls’  Central  School,  Stebonheath  School,  and  the  Public 
Mortuary.  The  St.  John  Ambulance  was  fumigated  after  it  had 
been  used  for  the  transport  of  patients  to  the  Isolation  Hospital.

To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of 

Llanelly. 

Mr.  Mayor  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  this  report  for  the  year  ending  31st 
December,  1924,  on  the  management  and  inspection  of  the  Slaughter 
House. 

You  will  best  appreciate  the  position  by  a recapitulation  of 
the  existing  conditions,  as  follows  : — 

1.  General  Lay-out  of  Premises. — These  are  bad,  because  in 
all  the  various  operations  in  preparing  the  food,  from  the  live 
animal  to  the  carcase,  there  is  never  a clear  separation  of  the  fresh 
warm  flesh  from  the  offals  and  manure.  This  ought  to  be  so,  and 
the  further  the  separation  and  storage  of  these  one  from  the  other 
the  better.  The  fresh  carcase  cannot  be  too  quickly  passed  away 
to  the  cooling  room. 

2.  Facing  Material  of  Walls,  Floors,  and  Yards. — All  walls 
must  be  impervious,  glazed,  and  as  white  as  possible.  Floors  and 
yards  should  be  impervious,  smooth,  and  with  a slight  fall  for 
drainage.  All  catch  pits  should  be  outside  of  buildings. 

3.  Accommodation. 

(a)  Stock. — More  stalls  and  pens  are  necessary  for  all  stock. 

(b)  Slaughter  Hall. — This  should  be  one  hall  for  all  animals 

and  not,  as  at  present,  five  separate  rooms,  and  the 
total  space  now  available  should  be  doubled. 

(c)  Cooling  Rooms. — These  should  be  in  a separate  building 
and  should  be  large  enough  to  take  150  beasts,  200 
calves,  400  pigs,  and  600  sheep  and  lambs. 

(d)  To  deal  with  the  residual  products  rooms  are  required 

for  hides,  skins,  bones,  tripe,  strings,  and  manure. 

(e)  Weighbridge  for  Live  Stock.— A weighbridge  is  required 

for  this  purpose,  the  one  used  during  the  “ Control  ” 
period  having  been  removed. 

(/)  Weighing  Machines. — Two  are  required  for  dead  meat, 
and  two  for  offals. 

(g)  Meat  Inspection  Room. — This  room  is  required  for  the 
use  of  the  Inspector. 

(, h ) Bath  Rooms. — These  are  required  for  the  Slaughtermen, 
with  drying  cupboards  for  their  clothes  and  overalls. 
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( i ) A plant  for  the  conversion  of  all  waste  products, 
including  condemned  food,  should  be  installed.  The 
present  mode  of  disposal  is  very  costly,  besides  being 
totally  unsatisfactory.  There  would  be  a clear  saving 
of  over  £3  per  week  if  a " digester  ” were  used, 
apart  from  the  great  advantage  that  every  hurtful 
and  harmful  material  would  be  effectively  destroyed. 

4.  Slaughter  Men. — These  men,  working  in  your  premises, 
should  be  directly  employed  by  the  Corporation.  If  this  were  so 
the  bye-laws  would  have  to  be  amended  so  that  the  charges  made 
would  be  for  slaughtering  and  not  for  tolls,  and  would  be  inclusive. 
They  should  be  as  low  as  possible— just  the  actual  cost  of 
working  should  be  charged. 

5.  Bye-laws. — These  should  be  amended  as  to  the  hours  of 
opening  as  follows  : — 

Monday-Friday,  7 a.m.  to  4 p.in. 

Saturday,  7 a.m.  to  11  a.m. 

Employees : Monday-Friday,  7 a.m.  to  5 p.m. 

Saturday,  7 a.m.  to  12  noon. 


This  arrangement  would  give  one  hour  for  cleaning  up  by  the 
employees. 

Holidays. — At  present  these  are  not  taken  any  notice  of, 
and  provision  for  such  would  be  necessary. 


6.  Records. — These  must  be  clear  and  simple.  Each  animal 
should  be  labelled  with  a number  on  entering  the  premises  and, 
on  slaughtering,  every  separate  part  thereof  would  be  similarly 
numbered.

7.  Very  few  carcases  are  weighed  at  the  Slaughter  House, 
and  it  is,  therefore,  impossible  to  give  the  actual  figures  of  the 
amount  of  food  passing  through.  The  following  estimate  is  based 
on  a fairly  low  average,  and  certainly  well  within  the  actual 
figures  : —

This  amounts  to  about  2 ozs.  per  day  per  head  of  the 
population. 


The  proportion  of  meat  found  unfit  was  -00415  per  cent. 
Taking  the  food  to  average  Is.  per  lb.  in  value,  the  tolls  charged 
work  out  at  -004  per  cent  per  lb. 

The  cost  of  inspection  to  the  Corporation  per  carcase  is  1-18 
pence. 

It  would  appear  that  about  half  the  meat  consumed  arrives 
from  outside  your  area.  Of  this  quantity  about  one-third  comes 
from  the  immediate  surrounding  rural  areas.  There  is  also  a 
practice  of  individual  farmers  killing  on  their  farms  and  delivering 
the  carcase  to  the  butchers  in  the  town.  In  view  of  the  Ministry 
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of  Health’s  Meat  Inspection  Memorandum  - and  Circular 

Foods 

letter  282  thereon,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  this  practice  is 
increasing,  it  is  more  than  ever  desirable  that  meat  inspection 
should  be  carried  out  by  the  Local  Authorities,  who  should  be 
in  agreement  as  to  system  and  standard.  Circular  282,  p.  3,  sub- 
paragraph  4,  is  as  follows  : — 

“ In  the  rural  and  smaller  urban  districts  it  would  be 
advantageous  if  the  services  of  the  county  veterinary  officers 
appointed  for  similar  purposes  to  those  in  the  larger  towns 
could  be  utilised  for  the  purpose,  and  we  hope  that  the  County 
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Councils,  whose  officials  already  co-operate  with  those  of  the 
smaller  local  authorities  in  various  other  matters,  would  be 
willing  to  facilitate  such  an  arrangement  where  circumstances 
permit  it.” 

It  should  not  be  possible  for  meat  to  be  offered  for  sale  within 
the  Borough  which  has  not  been  inspected.  Such  conditions  are 
far  too  tempting  to  the  average  man  to  deal  in  unwholesome  and 
unsound  stock,  and  is  totally  unfair  to  the  majority  of  the  trade. 
Until  such  an  arrangement  can  be  come  to  it  would  be  a sound 
proposition  to  place  facilities  for  the  inspection  of  all  carcases  and 
offals  within  reach  of  those  who  kill  outside.  If  they  refuse  to 
avail  themselves  of  this  inspection  the  public  can  draw  their  own 
conclusions. 

Insurance  of  Cattle — Compensation  Fund  for  Seizures.- — -This 
plan  has  been  in  operation  in  many  places,  and  was  at  one  time 
adopted  here.  It  has  fallen  into  disuse  largelv  through  several  of 
the  butchers,  who  were  its  main  support,  having  died  or  retired, 
and  also  through  the  fund  having  accumulated  above  requirements. 
Several  butchers  are  suggesting  the  revival  of  this  insuring  policy, 
and  they  are  suggesting  that  the  Corporation  should  operate  the 
fund.  The  principle  would  be  that  all  live  stock  would  be  examined 
and  passed  by  your  inspector,  and  labelled  shewing  that  they  were 
insured.  Compensation  would  be  payable  for  such  stock  only. 
Any  other  animals  slaughtered,  if  not  passed  by  your  inspector, 
would  not  be  covered.  The  fees  payable  by  the  various  interested 
parties  would  be  roughly  : —

Such  a fund,  worked  on  the  above  basis,  would,  on  the  average 
seizures  here,  accumulate,  and  it  is  suggested  that  this  accumulated 
fund  would  form  the  basis  of  a superannuation  fund  for  butchers’ 
employees  and  slaughtermen,  and  also  cover  hospital  and  sanatoria 
fees,  etc. 

Finally,  may  it  be  urged  that  the  question  of  the  improve- 
ments required  to  be  carried  out  on  your  existing  premises  ought 
to  be  given  your  immediate  attention.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies,  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  my  Report  for  the  year  1924  on  the 
School  Medical  Service. 

An  addition  to  the  staff  has  been  made  in  the  person  of  Mr. 
T.  E.  Mathias,  L.D.S.  He  was  appointed  School  Dentist,  and 
commenced  his  duties  on  1st  September,  1924.  He  was  engaged 
in  the  preliminary  work  of  ascertaining  the  number  of  children, 
between  the  ages  of  six  and  eight,  who  required  dental  treatment. 
The  treatment  of  these  was  begun  in  January,  1925.  The  Report 
of  the  School  Dentist  will  be  found  on  page  72. 

A Report  by  Dr.  Mackintosh  is  included,  giving  a summary 
of  the  work  done  in  connection  with  the  special  classes  for  dull 
and  backward  children.  The  ultimate  aim  in  regard  to  the 
education  of  this  type  of  child  is  the  establishment  of  a class  in 
every  school,  thus  doing  away  with  the  handicap  involved  in  the 
transference  of  children  from  one  school  to  another.

Medical  Inspection  Arrangements.- — Three  age  groups  of 
children  were  inspected — entrants,  leavers,  and  an  intermediate 
group  of  children  aged  about  eight  years.  The  method  of  selection 
of  leavers  and  children  in  the  intermediate  group  was,  for  the 
former,  all  children  born  in  the  year  1911  (13  years),  and,  for 
the  latter,  those  born  in  the  year  1916  (8  years).  This  method 
has  the  merit  of  simplicity  in  the  selection  of  children  for  routine 
inspection.  Special  cases  were  examined  at  the  request  of  head- 
teachers, school  nurses,  attendance  officers,  and  parents. 

Inspection  Clinic. — This  is  open  in  the  forenoons  of  Tuesday 
and  Wednesday  in  each  week  for  the  examination  of  special  cases 
referred  by  head-teachers,  school  nurses,  and  attendance  officers, 
and  the  children  are  accompanied  by  their  parents.  On  these  days 
children  are  also  re-inspected.  Exclusion  certificates  granted  at 
the  Inspection  Clinic  are  given  for  definite  periods  and  are  renewed, 
if  necessary,  at  the  next  re-inspection. 

The  total  number  of  children  who  attended  for  special  inspec- 
tions at  the  School  Clinic  was  649,  and  the  number  who  attended 
for  one  or  more  re-inspections  was  1,011.  The  average  number  of 
children  who  attended  on  each  of  the  two  days  was  25. 

The  children  examined  specially  are  in  addition  to  those  who 
are  brought  forward  for  special  examination  at  the  schools  at  the 
time  when  routine  medical  inspection  takes  place.

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Clothing. — 27  children — 1-4  per  cent  (14  boys  and  13  girls) — 
are  recorded  as  “ fair  ” as  regards  clothing,  and  20 — 1-09  per  cent 
(10  boys  and  10  girls) — as  “ bad.”  In  my  Report  for  1923,  I 
commented  on  the  fact  that  children  are  often  overclad,  and  that 
useless  garments  are  often  worn.  I set  out  in  that  Report  (page 
51)  what  I considered  the  proper  kind  of  clothing  should  be  for 
both  boys  and  girls. 

Footgear. — The  footgear  in  the  case  of  23  children  (14  boys 
and  9 girls) — 1-2  per  cent — was  “fair” ; in  the  case  of  12  children 
(6  boys  and  6 girls) — 0-6  per  cent — the  footgear  was  “ bad.” 

Uncleanliness. — This  was  much  more  common  among  the  girls. 
A verminous  condition  of  the  head  was  found — boys,  7 ; girls, 
348  ; total  of  355,  equal  to  19-3  per  cent.  I have  again  to  lay  stress 
on  the  point  that  if  girls  wore  their  hair  short  or  else  braided  the 
possibility  of  infestation  by  vermin  would  be  greatly  diminished. 
Body  vermin  was  found  in  the  case  of  98  children  (51  boys  and  47 
girls) — 5-3  per  cent.

My  remarks  in  former  Reports  with  reference  to  unsuitable 
food  as  a principal  cause  of  malnutrition  must  be  insisted  upon. 
Regular  meals,  with  simple  nourishing  food,  are  essential  to  the 
growing  child.  Milk  should  in  all  cases  bulk  largely  in  the  diet. 

Skin  Diseases. — The  chief  skin  disease  occurring  among  the 
children  was  Impetigo— 7 out  of  19  cases  of  skin  diseases.  The 
total  percentage  for  skin  diseases  was  1-03.  The  number  of  cases 
of  skin  disease  seen  at  the  Routine  Inspections  is  small  compared 
with  the  number  treated  at  the  clinic,  but,  as  these  cases  are  referred 
at  once  to  the  School  Clinic  by  the  Head  Teachers,  the  likelihood 
of  finding  a case  at  the  time  of  routine  inspections  is  remote. 

Eye  Diseases—  20  children  (10  boys  and  10  girls) — 1-09  per 
cent— suffered  from  Blepharitis  or  Conjunctivitis.  Squint  was 

E 
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present  in  26  children  (11  boys  and  15  girls) — 1-4  per  cent.  Other 
conditions,  including  eye  strain,  occurred  in  19  children  (10  boys 
and  9 girls) — 1-03  per  cent. 

Defective  Vision. — The  following  table  sets  out,  for  boys  and 
girls  separately,  the  results  of  the  examination  of  1,296  children. 
206  children  (classes  3 to  6 in  the  table) — 11-2  per  cent — were 
found  to  have  defective  vision,  requiring  treatment.

1 and  2 are  classed  as  " good  ” vision  ; 3 and  4 as  “ fair  ” vision  ; and 
5 and  6 as  “ bad  ” vision. 

Defective  Hearing. — Hearing  is  tested  by  the  whispering  test 
at  a distance  of  not  less  than  20  feet.  19  children  (8  boys  and  11 
girls) — 1-03  per  cent — were  found  to  have  markedly  defective 
hearing.  12  children  had  disease  of  the  ear,  5 of  these  involving 
the  middle  ear. 

Nose  and  Throat.— 260  children  (131  boys  and  129  girls)— 
14-2  per  cent — had  enlargement  of  the  tonsils  in  moderate  degree  ; 
1 14  children  (65  boys  and  49  girls)— 6-2  per  cent— had  both  enlarged 
tonsils  and  adenoids,  and  5 children  (3  boys  and  2 girls) — 0-27 
per  cent — had  adenoids  alone.  463  children — 25-2  per  cent — had 
enlarged  glands  of  the  neck.  This  condition  is  due  to  a variety 
of  causes,  including  enlarged  tonsils  and  adenoids,  septic  conditions 
of  the  teeth,  and  verminous  condition  of  the  hair. 

Speech. — Defective  speech,  usually  stammering,  was  present  in 
the  case  of  4 children — 0-2  per  cent.

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In  my  Report  for  1923  I pointed  out  that  "the  cause  of 
dental  defect  has  been  the  subject  of  much  enquiry,  but  probably 
it  will  be  found  eventual  that  practically  all  decay  is  due  to 
conditions  that  affect  the  general  nutrition  of  the  rest  of  the  body 
and  m especial  those  which  interfere  with  the  proper  development 
of  bone  and  similar  structures.  An  insufficiency  of  vitamines  in 
the  food,  while  not  causing  gross  results— stunted  growth,  deformity 
etC.T^XerC1SeS  a ^ess  noticeable  effect  in  preventing  normal  growth 
and  development.  Poor  nutrition  rather  than  evident  ill-health 
is  brought  about,  and  in  this  the  teeth,  in  common  with  other 
structures,  suffer.  A properly-balanced  diet  is  of  the  greatest 
importance." 


. Defective  Vision.— The  arrangements  for  the  examination  of 
children  found  on  medical  inspection  to  have  defective  vision  are 
detailed  on  page  59  of  my  Report  for  1923,  and  they  have  been 
continued  during  the  past  year. 

It  was  necessary  for  the  School  Nurses  to  make  many  following- 
up  visits  in  order  to  induce  parents  to  take  their  children  to  the 
Eye  Specialist. 

In  no  case  were  spectacles  provided  free  or  at  a reduced 
charge  until  a complete  investigation  of  the  family  circumstances 
was  made.  In  a number  of  cases  the  cost  of  the  spectacles  is 
refunded  by  small  instalments  to  the  Education  Committee. 

The  parents  of  326  children  were  notified  that  treatment  was 
required  for  defective  vision. 

The  subjoined  table  shows  the  number  of  children  examined 
by  the  Eye  Specialist  or  by  another  doctor,  as  also  the  number  of 
children  who  did  not  submit  to  examination.

Of  the  242  children  who  were  examined  180  were  children  of 
subscribers,  through  the  Workmen’s  Committee,  for  treatment  by 
Dr.  Healy,  the  Eye  Specialist,  while  62  were  children  of  non- 
subscribers. 
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The  total  number  of  following-up  visits  by  the  School  Nurses 
was  1,030. 

Tuberculosis. — No  definite  Tuberculosis  of  the  lungs  was  found 
in  any  case,  but  suspected  Tuberculosis  of  the  lungs  was  found 
in  the  case  of  one  boy  and  one  girl.  Non-pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
was  found  in  two  boys  and  three  girls  ; and  one  case  of  suspected 
non-pulmonary  Tuberculosis  in  one  boy. 

Rickets. — 10  children  (9  boys  and  1 girl)  showed  evidence  of 
deformity  as  the  result  of  this  condition. 

Vaccination. — The  following  table  shows  the  condition  of  the 
children  in  regard  to  vaccination.  The  percentage  of  vaccinated 
children  of  school  age  is  very  satisfactory'.

SPECIAL  CLASSES  FOR  DULL  AND  BACKWARD  CHILDREN. 

The  following  is  a Report  by  Dr.  Mackintosh  on  this  subject  : — 

“ Appended  will  be  found  a table  showing  the  numbers  dealt 
with  until  the  end  of  March,  1925.  From  that  it  will  be  seen  that 
there  is  an  unduly  large  proportion  of  refusals  of  consent  on  the 
part  of  the  parents.  The  reasons  given  are  that  the  distance  is 
too  far  for  the  child  to  walk,  that  they  refuse  to  admit  the  child  is 
retarded,  or,  admitting  this,  that  they  do  not  wish  others  to  be 
aware  of  it.  When  a class  for  retarded  children  is  established 
in  every'  school  most  of  this  difficulty  will  be  removed. 
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The  Committee  decided  when  these  classes  commenced  that 
children  entering  them  should  be  between  the  ages  of  seven  and 
twelve.  It  is  very  desirable  that  retarded  children  should  enter 
these  classes  at  as  early  an  age  as  possible,  and  if  their  backwardness 
has  become  evident  in  the  infant  school  to  transfer  them  after 
examination  by  the  Assistant  School  Medical  Officer  straight  to 
the  Special  Classes  at  the  time  when  they  would  normally  enter 
the  Boys  and  Girls’  School. 

Children  have  been  re-transferred  to  the  ordinary  classes 
after  twelve  and  eighteen  months’  instruction.  It  is  found  that  the 
earlier  in  his  school  life  that  the  child  is  transferred  to  a retarded 
class  the  greater  is  the  possibility  of  a short  stay  in  the  class  and 
re-transference  to  an  ordinary  class  with  children  of  his  own  age. 
It  is  found  that  children  admitted  at  a later  age  to  the  retarded 
class  are  usually  unable  to  make  up  the  lost  ground  in  the  time 
left  at  their  disposal  and  are  placed  at  a double  disadvantage,  for 
if  placed  with  children  of  their  own  age  they  are  in  a position  of 
inferiority  owing  to  retardation  in  their  work,  and  if  placed  in  a 
class  where  they  can  cope  with  the  work  they  are  deprived  of  the 
society  of  children  of  their  own  age.”

Mentally  Defective  Children. — The  Pantglas  Institution  has 
been  opened  for  the  admission  of  children  so  mentally  defective 
as  not  to  be  able  to  benefit  by  instruction  in  Special  Classes  or 
Special  Schools.  The  children  are  boarded  and  their  education 
is  of  a special  character  suited  to  their  mental  abilities. 

Two  children  from  Llanelly  have  been  sent  to  this  Institution, 
and  their  progress  will  be  carefully  watched. 

The  expense  of  this  institutional  supervision  will  be  borne  by 
the  County  Education  Authorities  of  Carmarthen,  Pembroke,  and 
Cardigan. 
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TREATMENT  OF  DEFECTS  FOUND  AT  THE  MEDICAL 

INSPECTION. 

When  any  defect  is  found  for  which  medical  treatment  is 
required,  the  children  are  referred  to  their  own  doctors.  A card 
is  given  to  each  child,  setting  out  the  condition  for  which  treatment 
is  required. 

School  Clinic. — At  the  School  Clinic  at  the  Old  Town  Hall 
arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  treatment  of  minor  ailments, 
etc.  A time  table  has  been  devised,  so  that  the  children  from  each 
school  attend  at  a certain  hour  daily,  thus  enabling  the  work  of  the 
Clinic  Nurse  to  be  carried  on  with  as  little  delay  as  possible.  The 
average  number  of  children  attending  each  day  while  the  schools 
were  open  was  50.  The  number  of  children  attending  the  School 
Clinic  ranged  from  about  35  to  85.  On  a few  occasions  as  many 
as  100  children  attended  for  treatment. 

The  Clinic  is  open  during  school  holidays,  and  the  Nurse  is 
in  attendance  to  give  treatment  to  those  children  who  come  to 
the  Clinic.  At  these  times  the  number  of  children  who  attend 
the  Clinic  is  small,  and  many  cases  requiring  treatment  fail  to 
attend. 

The  following  table  is  a summary  of  the  work  done  at  the 
School  Clinic.

Treatment  of  Ringworm. — Ringworm  has  been  treated  satis- 
factorily in  the  manner  recommended  by  Dr.  Robertson,  of  Black- 
burn. For  details,  see  page  58,  Annual  Report  for  1923.’ 

Heart  and  Circulation. — 18  children  suffering  from  organic 
disease  of  the  heart  were  found  during  the  course  of  routine  medical 
inspection,  and  24,  specially  examined,  were  diagnosed  as  having 
organic  heart  disease.  139  children  were  classed  as  having 
functional  disorder  of  the  heart,  evidenced  by  the  presence  of 
murmurs  accompanying  the  normal  heart  sounds.  Generally,  such 
children  are  quite  sound  so  far  as  the  heart  is  concerned,  the 
murmurs  being  due  to  malnutrition,  anaemia,  etc.  On  routine 
examination,  439  children  were  found  to  have  anaemia,  mostly 
of  a minor  degree. 

The  results  of  the  examination  of  children  put  forward  for 
special  examination  are  set  out  in  Table  II  at  the  end  of  the  Report. 
The  chief  conditions  found  on  these  examinations  were  skin  diseases 
(89),  eye  diseases  (12),  defective  vision  and  squint  (163),  organic 
heart  disease  (24),  anaemia  (104),  pulmonary  tuberculosis  (8), 
suspected  pulmonary  tuberculosis  (6),  chorea  (22). 

Dental  Treatment. — A whole-time  Dental  Surgeon  was  appointed, 
who  took  up  his  duties  on  1st  September,  1924.  During  the  three 
months  up  till  the  end  of  the  year  he  was  engaged  in  dental  inspec- 
tions at  the  schools  and  in  the  preparation  of  lists  of  children  in 
each  school  who  required  treatment. 

Mr.  T.  E.  Mathias,  the  School  Dentist,  submits  the  following 
Report : — 

“ In  September  last  I began  the  Dental  Inspection  of  school 
children.  All  children  aged  6,  7,  and  8 years  attending  the  Borough 
Schools  were  inspected.  It  was  found  that  of  these  1,518  were 
suffering  from  Dental  Caries,  i.e.,  96-6  per  cent  of  those  children 
inspected.  The  time  taken  to  inspect  the  children  was  44  half-days. 

After  the  inspection  of  the  children  was  completed,  lists  of 
those  in  urgent  need  of  treatment  were  prepared.  The  parents 
were  notified  and  appointments  made  for  the  children  to  attend 
the  Dental  Clinic  at  an  early  date  in  January,  1925. 

The  School  Nurses  have  been  instructed  under  my  super- 
vision in  the  methods  of  inspection— the  use  of  the  probe  and  mirror, 
etc. — and  I have  demonstrated  to  them  how  to  differentiate  between 
temporary  and  permanent  teeth. 

In  future,  it  is  hoped  that  the  greater  part  of  Dental  Inspection 
will  be  done  by  the  Nurses,  thus  effecting  a considerable  saving 
in  time  which  could  be  better  employed  in  treating  the  conditions 
found. 
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The  condition  of  the  teeth  of  school  children  is  a very  serious 
matter.  What  concerns  the  child  and  the  mother  in  general  is 
pain,  in  the  form  of  toothache.  From  this  cause  alone  a large 
number  of  children  absent  themselves  from  school,  but  if  this 
were  all  it  would  be  relatively  a trifling  matter.  Toothache  is, 
however,  merely  evidence  of  the  presence  of  diseased  conditions 
of  the  teeth,  which,  in  nearly  every  instance,  is  caused  by  septic 
conditions. 

Sepsis,  from  whatever  cause,  leads  to  malaise,  tiredness, 
enlarged  glands,  debility,  and  loss  of  weight.  Dental  sepsis  is  often 
the  cause  of  various  diseases  of  the  eye,  nose,  ear,  and  throat. 
Some  forms  of  anaemia  and  intestinal  disorders  can  very  often 
be  traced  to  this  cause.  It  is,  therefore,  perfectly  clear  that  a 
healthy  mouth  is  very  important. 

This  is  the  aim  of  a School  Dental  Scheme- — to  ensure 
for  the  child  at  the  end  of  his  school  career  a sound  permanent 
set  of  teeth  and  a healthy  mouth. 

To  accomplish  this  it  will  be  necessary  to  inspect  and  re- 
inspect the  children  periodically  and  to  treat  the  various  conditions 
found  each  time. 

In  addition  to  this,  and,  in  my  opinion,  a very  important 
part  of  the  scheme,  the  child,  when  he  comes  to  the  Clinic  for 
treatment,  can  be  instructed  in  the  elements  of  Dental  Hygiene. 

In  this  way  it  is  hoped  gradually  to  educate  the  child  in 
the  ' Care  of  Teeth.’ 

The  education  of  the  child  is  surely  not  complete  until  he 
receives  some  instruction  on  how  to  ensure  a healthy  body. 

By  such  methods  the  work  done  at  the  school  and  clinic 
will  be  combined  to  make  a healthy  intelligent  child,  who  will 
become  a good  useful  citizen.”

Physical  Training. — Mr.  Thomas  Davies,  the  Physical  Training 
Instructor,  obtained  leave  of  absence  to  attend  a special  course  in 
Physical  Training  in  Denmark,  and  he  resumes  his  duties  on  1st 
June,  1925. 

During  his  absence  the  physical  training  of  the  children  has 
been  in  the  hands  of  the  teaching  staff  of  the  schools,  and  it  has  been 
carried  out  quite  satisfactorily. 

School  Camp. — In  view  of  the  success  which  attended  the 
School  Camp  in  1923,  arrangements  were  made  to  have  a similar 
camp  in  August,  1924. 

The  site  chosen  was  a field  adjoining  the  village  of  Pendine, 
on  the  Carmarthenshire  coast,  about  forty-five  miles  by  road  from 
Llanelly. 

As  in  the  previous  year,  the  boys  were  selected  from  among 
the  weakly  and  ill-nourished  who  were  in  attendance  at  the  schools 
in  the  Borough. 

Two  parties  of  50  were  taken  for  a fortnight  each.  The  boys 
were  housed  in  bell  tents,  seven  boys  to  a tent.  Bedding,  a ground 
sheet,  and  three  blankets  were  issued  to  each  boy. 

Meals  were  taken  in  a large  marquee,  which  was  also  used 
for  recreation  purposes  in  wet  weather. 

The  Camp  was  situated  within  easy  reach  of  the  beach,  so 
that  bathing  for  the  boys  was  easily  arranged.  As  the  sand  at 
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Pendine  is  very  firm  and  hard,  and  extends  for  many  miles,  it  was 
much  used  for  games  of  cricket,  football,  rounders,  etc. 

The  food  provided  for  the  boys  was  excellent  in  quality  and 
well  cooked.  In  the  evenings  either  hot  cocoa  (made  with  milk) 
or  hot  milk  was  given  to  the  boys. 

The  assistance  rendered  by  voluntary  helpers  was  largely 
responsible  for  the  smooth  running  of  the  Camp. 

During  the  latter  half  of  August  wet  and  stormy  weather  was 
experienced,  which  made  camp  life  more  difficult,  as  the  boys  had 
to  be  kept  under  stricter  supervision  to  ensure  that  they  did  not 
run  any  risks  as  the  result  of  sleeping  in  damp  tents  or  of  going 
about  in  wet  clothes.  In  the  light  of  experience  gained,  I formed 
the  opinion  that  tents  should  not  be  used  for  future  School  Camps. 
In  fine  weather  tents  are  quite  satisfactory  but  their  use  is  attended 
by  some  risk  in  wet  weather,  as  it  cannot  be  expected  that  children 
will  learn  in  a week  or  two  to  appreciate  the  limitations  of  tents 
and  the  care  required  in  their  treatment  in  wet  weather.  For 
this  reason,  I have  advised  the  Education  Committee  to  provide 
huts  instead  of  tents  in  any  future  camps. 

In  order  to  lighten  the  expense  to  the  Education  Committee 
a physical  display  organised  by  Mr.  Davies,  the  Physical  Training 
Instructor,  with  the  co-operation  of  the  Head  Teachers  in  the 
town,  was  held  on  the  3rd  June,  1924. 

The  amount  of  money  realised,  after  paying  expenses,  was 
£131  4s.  4d. 

Various  sums  were  obtained  by  voluntary  subscriptions  in 
the  town.  In  addition  to  this,  certain  fees  received  by  me  for 
occasional  services  rendered  to  visitors  at  Pendine  were  handed 
handed  over  to  augment  the  fund.
